Vienna, Dec. 21. The 19th in the Evening the 
Cardinal of Saxe-Zeyts return’d hither from Pres- 
bourg, to give an Account of his Negociations with 
the Maleconrents: ’Tis reported that of feveral Ar- 
ticles demanded by them, the Emperour has al- 
ready agreed to the greateft Part ; and that a gene- 
cal Diet will fhortly be held in Hungary, for fetling, 
if poffible, the remaining Points. Major General 

Baron Tige is arriv’d here from Tranfilvania, and 

was very favourably receiv’d by the Emperour, be- 


caufe during the Abfence of General Rabutin he 


not only defended himfelf againft the Malecontents 
in that Principality with an inconfiderable Force, 
but did them great Damage. From feveral Parts 
of the Emperour’s hereditary Countties ‘tis advis'd, 
that the Levies for filling up the old Imperial Regi- 
ments and forming fome new, are carried on with 
great Diligence and Succefs, and that Horfes were 
begun to be bought up for remounting the Cavalry : 
So that our Preparations for the next Campaign ap- 
pear to be in a greater Forwardnefs than they have 
ufually been fo early. We wait impatiently for an

of Affairs in Catalonia, upon which the Departure 
of the Princes of Wolfembuttel depends : All things 
are ready for her Journey, and particularly a Sum 
of Money to defrag the neceflary Expence of it to 
the Milaneze ; on the Frontier of which the wil] be 
receiv’d and maintain'd till her going on board for 
Catalonia at the Charge of that State. "Tis faid 
Prince Eugene and Count Martinitz will accom- 
pany her to Spain. The Emperour is very folli- 
citous for carrying on the War on the Rhine with 
a'l poffible Vigour ; to which End, his Imperial Ma- 
jefty has not only direéted Cardinal Lamberg his 
chief Commiffioner at the Diet earneftly to prefs 
the Members of the Empire to furnith their Re- 
{pective Contingents to the Army of the Empire, to 
the Artillery and Magazines, and to the military 
Cheft ; but likewife to affure them that his Impe- 
rial Majefty will in every Point fet them a good 
Example g nay further, that he will add the Danith 
Troops in Bavaria, or an equal Number of others, 
to the Army of the Empire: This the Imperial Mi- 
nifters have notify’d to thofe of the high Allies, 
adding, that the Emperour is ready to contribute 
his hare to the Charge of raking into Service the 
6000 Saxon Horfe, that his Imperiz] Majefty is re- 
folv'd to augment the Gath of the Miliary Cheft to 
Million and chat for all chefe Services the necef- 
(ary Sums are actually negociated by she Trealury-

Chamber. Count Thierheim and the Marquis Bag- 
ni are atriv’d bere from Italy, and the Generals 
Mercy and Wend together with the Prince of Hol- 
ftein from Germany. In Silefia the Execution of 
the Treaty of Alt-Ranftad is forwarded with all 
Diligence ; Baron Stralenheim goes from Principa- 
lity to Principality to fee that Work done perfedly ; 
and Proteftant Churches are reftor'd in fome Places 
where hardly any other than Roman-Catholicks in- 
habir. As for enlarging the Freedom of Religion 
in Upper Silefia and elfewhere, this Court will ven- 
ture all Confequences rather than fubmit to it: For, 
Count Wratiflaw declares he 2ffur'd Baron Srralen- 
heim, thatthe Emperour would do more than he 
( Count Wratiflaw ) promis’d, in Cafe the King of 
Sweden would not oblige him to enter into a formal 
Agreement,but leave it to him to fatisfy his own Sub- 
jects: But feeing his Swedith Majefty would be 
content with nothing lefs than tying him down toa 
formal Agreement, no more ought to be requir'd 
of the Emperor than that he thould punctually per- 
form that Agreement according to the Letter. As 
for Baron Stralenheim’s long Memorial drawn up 
by Order of his Swedith Majefty, as an Explication 
of that Agreement, Count Wratiflaw has acquainted 
M. Sternhoeck the Swedith Secretary here, that he 
fhall have an Anfwer to it within 5 Days. 
From the Amft. and Harl. Cour. dated Jan. 3. 
Ratisbon, Dec. 22. The 19th Inftant ic was mov'd 
in the Electoral College, that it was requifite to re- 
turn an Anfwer to the 3 Letters lately written to the 
Diet by the Elector of Hanover the Srares-General 
and the Circle of Swabia, all three prefling that the 
States of the Empire might timely furnifh their re- 
{pective Contingents in Men and Money for the next 
Campaign, and enable his faid Electoral Highnefs 
to act Offenfively. Afcer this it was propos’d to ex- 
amine what Circles and States had furnifh’d fhort of 
their Contingent, and by what Means to remedy 
fuch Deficiencies for the future. Some Envoys pro- 
pos'd, that in the firft Place it was proper to return 
Thanks to tke Elector of Hanover for taking on him 
the Command of the Army of the Empire, and 
concluding the laft Campaign fo happily to the Be- 
nefit of Germany ; and to defire him to take the 
like Pains the enfuing Campaign, under an Affu- 
rance that the Empire will nor be wanting to bis Af- 
fiftance. The Envoy of Auftria ceclar’d, that the 
Emperour by maintaining an Army in Icaly during 
all this War, by fending feveral veteran and well-ex- 
perienc’d Regiments to the Upper-Rhine, and by 
keeping ftrongGarrifons on theProntiers to coverBara- 
ria,bad furnifh’d a great deal more than his Contingent 
for Auftria; that his Imperial Majefty hop'd rhe 
other States would perform their Parts as well, {ee- 
ing otherwife ‘tis to be fear’d the Enemy will agen 
be Mafters on the Rhine the next Campaign, and 
force the Empire to an ignominious Peace; laftly, 
that if contrary to Expectation any Member of the 
Empire fhould negle& to furnith their Contingent, 
Meafures might be taken to proceed againft rhem 
according to the Confticutions of the Empire. Upon 
the whole it was agreed, that the Generals of the 
Empire fhould be defir'd to tranfmit a Mufter-Roll of 
ali theQuotas furnifh'd by the Emperour and the States 
of the Empire, as well in Iraly as on the Upper- 
Rhine, exclufive of the Troops in foreign Pay; and

The 
raifing of Recruits is carryd on with all Diligence 
throughour the Kingdom. The Duke de Noaiiles 
is come to Court, bat will be gone agen for Rout- 
fillon within a Formighr. Letcers from Madrid of 
the 17:h, tell us King Philip and his Council are 
wholly taken up with finding out Means to aug-. 
ment the Army thar !s to act againft King Charles, 
and to enable the Dake of Offana and the Marquis 
de Bay to atrempe fomething againft Portugal in the 
Spring. The Marthal de Villars {ets out within 
3 Weeks for Strasbourg, to fee thar ail be got ready 
for an early Campaign on thar Side. The King has 
given Order for Magazines to be ftor'd in Alface 
for 7000 Meu, which are to be employ’d on the 
Upper-Rbine next Summer in two Bodies, under 
two Marthals of France. The 27th Father Dom 
John Mabillon, a Benedictine of the Congregation of 
:. Maur, who publith’d feveral learned Books, dy’d 
in the Abbey of St. Germain des Prez, in his 66th 
Year. Yefterday the King made 2 new Lieutenants 
General of his Fleets, viz. the Marquis d’O and M. 
du Caffe ; and 2 new Chefs d’ Efcadre, viz. M. de 
Champigny and Serguigny. 
Paris, Decemb. 36. ‘ We are affar'd, that in the 
* great Councils of War held at Court it has been 
* refolv'd, that above all things the utmoft Diligence 
* fhall be us’d to fend our Armies firft-into the Field 
* in all Parts, to the End they may be fure to rake 
* Poffeffion in Time of the Pofts that are moft con- 
* venient for the putting in Execution the King’s

* bly from other Parts. The Duke de Noaiiles will 
* fer out for Ronffillon in a few Days, to make the 
* neceffary Difpofitions for ating foon with the 
* Forces he commands: ’Tis faid he has reprefented 
* the Neceffity of having a fufficient Body to make 
* a Diverfion when the Duke of Orleans fhall be 
* employ’d in facing the Enemy ; and that the King 
* has approv'd his Reafons. ‘Tis likewife faid, that 
“the Marthal de Villars will tarry at Court but a 
* lictle while, that he may in Perfon {natch the firft 
* Opportunity chat may offer to make a Pufh in 
* Germany before the Enemy’s Army can draw to- 
* gether : And we hear the King has difpatch’d Or- 
* ders for the ftoring with all Expedition Magazines 
* for 2 Armies which his Majefty defigns thall a& 
* feparately on the Upper-Rhine, to oblige the Ene- 
‘my to the like. “Tis rumour’d befides, that the 
* King hasa mind to have a Fleet ac Sea the next 
* Summer: ’Tis certain at leaft, that repeated Or- 
* ders are fent for fitting our the Squadrons formerly 
* mentien’d for fecuring the Galleons, which are re- 
* ported to be very richly laden.
